Why did Walt Disney’s star actor, 
Mickey Mouse, have to wait until 1935 
to appear in a color cartoon when the 
Silly Symphonies were done in color 
as early as 1932? — G.G., St. Cloud, MN 
It was significantly more expensive to 
produce cartoons in color, so in the early 
days of the process, when he was 
experimenting, Walt Disney decided to 
reserve use of color for the Silly 
Symphonies. That series was his training 
ground, and he felt that color would add 
to its popularity. The Mickey Mouse 
cartoons were so popular they did not 
really need a boost. 

1 remember all kinds of merchandise 
featuring Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarfs when the film came out in 
1937, almost 50 years ago. Do 
commercial items featuring those 
characters still turn up?

The Archives recently received a 
donation of an interesting box of Snow 
White and the Seven Dwarfs soap dating 
from 1938. The box contains seven 
compartments, for each of the Seven 
Dwarfs, each holding a bar of soap 
picturing the character—except for 
Grumpy. His empty compartment is 
labelled “Grumpy wouldn’t take a bath, 
so he gets no soap.” 


What kind of cat was used in “The Cat 
from Outer Space”?

Jake, the cat, was an Abyssinian. There 
were actually two cats —Rumple, and his 
twin sister Amber—who played the role. 
An Abyssinian was selected by the 
producers because they thought it 
looked more “alien.”

When did Verna Felton die?

The great character actress, who 
supplied voices for many well-known

This Summer Hayley Returns As Grown-up Twins 


Hayley Mills was a phenomenon of the 
1960s, a teenage superstar with six Disney 
hits (“Pollyanna” 1960; “The Parent Trap” 
1961; “In Search of the Castaways” 1962; 
“Summer Magic” 1963; “The Moon- 
Spinners” 1964; “That Darn Cat” 1965) and 
legions of fans who sent her 7,500 letters 
weekly Today that avalanche has sub¬ 
sided but as the post office at The Walt 
Disney Company testifies, no week has 
passed in 26 years without its packet of 
fan mail for Hayley. In July, 1983, two- 
and-a-half months after its launch. The 
Disney Channel aired “Pollyanna” and 
Hayley’s comet blazed again. Subscribers 
clamored for more, the Channel obliged, 
the fan mail swelled, and it became clear 
that a contemporary comedy starring 


Hayley Mills was imperative. And as a 
result, “Parent Trap 11” premieres on The 
Channel this summer. 

‘“The Parent Trap’ was my favorite 
film,” Hayley said recently, “so 1 welcomed 
the chance to work for Disney again. 1 
wasn’t sure, though, that after 25 years 1 
could do justice to the original. But 
everyone at Disney was so enthusiastic 
about the project that 1 finally said yes. 
And 1 think it’s turned out well!’ 

This time Hayley reprises her dual role 
as Sharon and Susan, identical twins who 
now are adults. But instead of plotting to 
reunite their divorced parents, as they did 
in the first movie, they find themselves 
enmeshed in a matchmaking scheme 
woven by Sharon’s daughter. 


“The twins have grown up quite nicely, 1 
think,” Hayley said. “Twenty-five years is a 
big gap and an awful lot happens to a per¬ 
son, but the girls are basically the Scime. 
We all stay the same inside. 1 think they’re 
quite fun.” 

Certainly a lot has happened to Hayley 
since she left the Disney organization at 
age 19. 

“1 was becoming a young woman during 
the ’60s, and that was a pretty wild time 
for me,” she said. “I’d been sheltered by 
the studio and over-protected by my par¬ 
ents (actor John Mills and playwright 
Mary Hayley Bell). 1 had a protracted 
adolescence, 1 lost self-confidence, and in 
fact I even lost my identity for a while. As 
an actress 1 projected a kind of impulsive.

spontaneous, happy-go-lucky personal¬ 
ity, although as a young woman I was be¬ 
coming much more complex. I simply 
didn’t know who I really was, but I did 
keep on working.

At age 20 she returned to her home in 
England and began seeking “interesting, 
more mature roles. But because the Dis¬ 
ney films were so popular,” she said, “it 
took forever and a day to shake off that 
squeaky-clean image.” After making a 
number of so-so British pictures, Hayley 
decided to give up acting for good. “I 
stopped working for a year,” she said. 
“Then I re-thought the whole thing and 
admitted that I did not want to quit

HAYLEY 

IN HOLLYWOOD 


Hayley Mills arrived at the Walt Disney Studio as a 
precocious 13-year-old. She left it, six pictures later, a 
poised beauty of 19. Hayley remembers the happiness 
and heartaches of growing up in Hollywood, sepa¬ 
rated by work and distance from her native England. 

“At first, when I began "Pollyanna,* my mother and 
brother and! lived in a Beverly Hills hotel” she said. “It 
was a fantasyland. There were televisions in every 
room and the tables were piled with fruit and candy. 
We were often invited to Walt Disney*s home for din¬ 
ner. ft was the most eventful period of my life.” 

Hayley played the title role of Pollyanna Whittier, 
an orphan whose irrepressible optimism touches 
everyone around her. It was only her second picture 
and she was surrounded by seasoned co-stars like 
Jane Wyman, Richard Egan, Karl Malden, and Nancy 
Olson. But Hayley, a ferocious mugger, held her own 
among such professionals. “David” Richard Egan said 
to director David Swift after shooting a scene with 
Hayley, “Tve got two chances in that shot - little and 
none at all” The movie newcomer went on to win a 
special Academy Award for her performance. 

Hay ley's next picture was “The Parent Trap ” She 
played identical twins who attempt to reconcile their 
estranged parents. Although the dual role called for 
14-year-old Hayley to sing, dance, and generally 
clown around, she was often moody off-screen, suffer¬ 
ing the pangs of adolescence. “At that time I had no 
desire to be a child actress,” she said. “What I really 
wanted to be was a horsewoman” Yet with the release 
of “The Parent Trap,*' Hayley became the most popu¬ 
lar juvenile star in the world. 

In “In Search of the Castaways," Hayley 
emerged as a sweet 16-year-old with a grown-up 
hairdo, evening dresses, and an on-screen boyfriend. 

At 17 and growing more beautiful every day, Hay¬ 
ley starred with Dorothy McGuire in “Summer 
Magic," playing a widow's daughter who wangles 
the use of a rent-free house for the family. 

Bidding goodbye to little girl roles, 18-year-old 
Hayley portrayed Nikky Ferris in “The Moon- 
Spinners," an English lass vacationing in Crete who 
falls in love with a young man suspected of being a 
jewel thief Peter McEnery 23, was her co-star, and the 
fellow fortunate enough to give Hayley her first real 
screen kiss. Her adolescent doldrums were behind her. 
She and McEnery enjoyed water sports during loca¬ 
tion filming, and made a sightseeing tour of Athens on 
their way home. 

Hayley was 19 when she made “That Dam Cat," 
her sixth and last picture for Walt Disney. Occasionally 
during her non-exclusive contract with the studio, 
Hayley appeared in films for other producers. She was 
a recognized actress as well as a comedienne, and in a 
way had outgrown the limitations of Disney's light¬ 
hearted movies. But her parting was friendly and sen¬ 
timental. “My years with Disney were very special',' 
she said, “which is why I'm glad to be back for *Par- 
ent Trap IL* It's a wonderful opportunity, a marvel¬ 
ous chance to play two parts again, and best of all, to 
work with the Disney Studio once more.”

forever.” She turned her back on films, 
though, and launched a new Ccireer in 
television and the theater, where she 
has become eminently successful. 

The Hayley Mills of today is a 
radiant, blue-eyed blonde of 40 with 
two sons of her own, Crispian Boult¬ 
ing, 13, and Jason Lawson, 9. Crispian, 
she said, wants desperately to be an 
actor. “He’s been offered a job in a 
television series by the BBC. He’s also 
taking his entrance exams to go to a 
public school in England. At the mo¬ 
ment I think that’s more important. 
But I’m not surprised that he’s inter¬ 
ested in acting. I am, his father (the 
late director Roy Boulting) was, and 
so is his grandfather. It’s in his blood 
on both sides. Jason, now, takes ev¬ 
erything very much in stride. He loves 
coming to the studio or theater when 
I’m working, and hanging about, chat¬ 
ting with everybody. But he hasn’t 
shown any particular interest in act¬ 
ing. At this point he thinks he’d like to 
own a pub or drive a taxi.” 

Hayley and the boys live in a house 
outside Hampton Court near London, 
a half-hour’s drive from her parents’ 
home there. “We’re a close familyT she 
said. “1 see my parents frequently, 
and I try to visit my sister Juliet in 
California every year. 

“I’d love to do more work over here, 
but my home is in England and, unless 
you’re right under their noses, people 
tend to forget you. Indeed, they won¬ 
der if you’re dead or if you’ve retired 
and are out growing mushrooms 
somewhere. They have to be re¬ 
minded that you’re still at it.” 

Hayley’s fondness for the Disney 
organization has remained steadfast 
through the years. In 1981 she re¬ 
turned to host “Disney Animation: 
The Illusion of Life,” a behind-the- 
scenes TV tour of the studio. In 1983 
she narrated “When You Wish Upon a 
Staif a monumental BBC radio series 
consisting of ten 90-minute programs 
documenting Walt Disney’s career 
and achievements. This summer she 
plans to be back in the States with her 
children. “And of course we’re looking 
forward to visiting Disneyland and 
Walt Disney World,” she said. “The 
boys are really excited because they 
haven’t been to Florida. That will be a 
big adventure for them.”

ourt jester to presidents, tireless

— such are the images that spring to 
mind when one mentions the name Bob 
Hope. But those images tend to 
overshadow Hope’s most enduring 
legacy. Using wisecracks, rapid fire re¬ 
partee with such co-stars as Bing Crosby, 
Jane Russell, and the late Jimmy Cagney, 
and a highly personal brand of dancing 
best described as eccentric. Bob Hope 
proved himself a comic genius whose 
movies rank among the finest comedies 
to ever grace the silver screen. 

Beginning Saturday, May 17, nine 
classic Bob Hope films will appear on 
The Disney Channel with the premiere of 
“Bob Hope Theatre!’ A new movie will 
debut every other Saturday evening at 
9:00 p.m. (Eastern and Pacific time 
zones). Included in this exclusive sam¬ 
pler are such favorites as “The Son of 
Paleface,” the first film in the series, “The 
Road to Bali!’ and “The Seven Little Foys” 
(in which Jimmy Cagney recreates his 
most famous role as the legendary 
showman George M. Cohan). The films 


showcase the talents that made Hope 
one of the top-ten box office draws from 
1941 to 1953 (with the exception of the 
year 1948).

Further testimony to the stature of 
Hope’s film work can be found in the ros¬ 
ter of actors and actresses appearing as 
Hope’s co-stars. “Son of Paleface,” which 
debuts May 17, pairs Hope with the 
brunette beauty Jane Russell, and one of 
the screen’s most famous cowboys, Roy 
Rogers. “Paris Holiday” unites Hope with 
the statuesque Swedish star Anita 


Ekberg and France’s Fernandel in a sly 
comedy which features Bob as a Holly¬ 
wood producer lost in racy Paris. 

Born in Eltham, England, in 1903, 
Leslie Townes Hope — as he was christ¬ 
ened — came to America as a child. His 
show business career began in his teens, 
when he, like so many other great Hol¬ 
lywood comedians, entered the world of 
vaudeville as a song and patter man. 
While Hope made it to Broadway in 1929, 
radio was the young entertainer’s 
medium, and so great was his success 
that he was invited to Hollywood to ap¬ 
pear in the musical variety feature “The 
Big Broadcast of 1938.” Not only did it se¬ 
cure his film career, but it was in that film 
that Hope first sang the lyrics of what 
would become his theme song: “Thanks 
for the Memory’ 

With the premiere of “Bob Hope

On Acting, Success, And “Doc” Roberts’ Love Life 



D onnelly Rhodes, who stars as “Doc” 
Roberts in “Danger Bay” on The 
Disney Channel, claims he has the 
best of all possible worlds. 

“1 get to spend my summers in Van¬ 
couver, a beautiful city, where we shoot 
the series,” he says. “1 enjoy playing ‘Doc’ 
Roberts because it’s an interesting role. 

“‘Doc’ is a marine veterinarian and a 
widower with two lively kids. And now. 
I’m pleased to see, romamce is entering 
his life. Susan Walden has joined our cast 
as J. L. Duval, a young helicopter pilot. 
Needless to say, ‘Doc’ is already at¬ 
tracted to her.” 

It’s easy to see why. 

Miss Walden is a stun¬ 
ning green-eyed blonde 
who still has loyal fan 
support from her days as 
Linda Larkin on “The 
Young and the Restless” 

TV serial, and she fre¬ 
quently guests in series 
like “Hill Street Blues,” 

“Mike Hammer” and “T. J. 

Hooker.” 

But getting back to 
Donnelly Rhodes, it is 
evident that he takes his 
career good-naturedly, 
although he works 
nonstop and has racked 
up over a hundred major 
screen and TV roles 
since settling in Hol¬ 
lywood from his native 
Canada in 1964. 

“Shall I reveal the 
secret of success in the 
acting business?” he con¬ 
tinues. “It’s quite simple. 

One must be ambitious, 
hardworking, capable — 
and exceedingly lucky. I 
learned that the hard 
way. 

“As a 17-year-old, I had 
no idea of what I wanted 
to do. I didn’t think much 
past lunch. Then I went 
into the (Royal Cana¬ 
dian) Air Force and was 
drafted into doing a play 
while still enlisted. After 
leaving the service I 
got involved with the 


Manitoba Theater Center, the first pro¬ 
fessional regional theater in Canada. I 
did everything. I was the stage manager, 
the props man, the lighting man, and I 
played small parts. Later I was picked to 
go to the National Theater School of 
Canada for a three-year course. The 
training was pretty intensive. It formed 
me. When I came out, whether I liked it or 
not, I was an actor. Yet even then I didn’t 
realize that this was what I’d be doing for 
the rest of my life.” 

Rhodes began his Hollywood career as 
a Universal Studio contract player, earn¬ 
ing an award for his performance in an 


“Alfred Hitchcock Presents” TV show 
and portraying an assortment of heavies 
in other, less distinguished productions. 

Today he divides his time between 
“Danger Bay” location filming in 
Vancouver and a two-acre spread in the 
foothills dividing Santa Monica from the 
San Fernando Valley in Southern Califor¬ 
nia, where he and his wife, actress 
Deanne Henry, have their home. Rhodes 
has plans for producing some pictures of 
his own in Canada. 

“I don’t have that same powerful urge 
to perform that I used to,” he admits. 
“Somebody said that making a TV series 
is like dancing with a 
gorilla. It’s exhausting, 
but you can’t let go. And 
there’s a limit to your 
stamina, to how much 
you can do. 

“I’m ready to work be¬ 
hind the camera for a 
while. I just came back 
from a shoot in Florida, 
where I wallowed around 
in a swamp fighting off a 
bunch of actors using ka¬ 
rate chops and kicks. It’s 
hard to do that stuff 
when you’re cold and 
wet and you can feel the 
old muscles getting tight. 
After I rubbed the 
sprains out at the end of 
the day, I dropped in on 
the producer. He’d had a 
hard day too. He’d been 
out playing a tough game 
of golf!” V
